REMARKS 

The preliminary amendment is submitted concurrently with a response to the Examiners 
Restriction Requirement and along with a request to amend the drawings. In this amendment the 
specification has been amended and claims 1, 2, 10, 1 1, 14, 22, 26, 28, and 34, have been 
amended. Claims 1-48 remain pending in the application. 

It is noted that the amendments to the specifications have been made to correct idiomatic 
and typographical errors. Amendments to the claims have been made to provide a more clear, 
accurate and idiomatically correct recitation of the invention. It is believed that no new matter 
has been introduced by these amendments. 

As to the amendments to the brief description of Figures 1 and 2, the amendment 
removed the phrases: "according to an exemplary embodiment of the invention" and "according 
to an embodiment of the invention." It is believed that these phrases were inserted inadvertently 
and therefore their removal is warranted in view of the disclosure as originally filed. A 
corresponding amendment to the drawings is presented. 

For the above reasons, consideration and entry of the amendments are hereby respectfully 
requested. Examination on the merits of claims 1-48 is hereby also requested. The Commissioner 
is authorized to charge any fee deficiency or credit any overpayment to deposit account 50-2778. 
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
